Boston, Feb. 24.— The activities of

Theodore Roosevelt in

Knox WHI Study Conditions In Central 
and South America. 


Key W est, Fla., Feb. 24.— Secretary 
of State Knox sailed from Key W est 
on board the cruiser Washington on a 
political mission which will take him, 
according to present arrangements, to 
the capitals of Central Am erica, to 
Caracas, Venezuela, and possibly to 
Cartagena. Colombia, and also to vari­ 
ous points in the W est Indies. 
Mr. Knox is making this trip at the

The secretary is going to the Carib­ 
bean for the purpose of solving diplo­ 
matic problems and securing more ac­ 
curate information as to conditions in 
Central and Northern South America.

BILL PASSED 


House Approves Standing Rock and 
Cheyenne Reservation Sale.

has passed the Burke bill, which pro­ 
vides for the classification and ap­ 
praisement of lands on the Standing 
Rock and Cheyenne reservations in 
the Dakotas. 
The classification and 
apprisal proposed are to be made w ith 
a view to the sale of the lands af­ 
fected. 
The lands involved are those that 
were not included in classifications 
heretofore made because they were 
embraced in Indian allotments which 
subsequently were suspended or with­ 
in tracts relinquished by Indians for 
the purpose of changing their allot­ 
ments. 
The land office is desirous of 
Belling the lands, applications having 
been made for them by prospective 
Settlers.

Rt. Rev. Bishop James McGolrick. of 
Duluth. Announces Regulations 
For Duluth Diocese 


Feb. 21 was Ash Wednesday, the 
first day of the Lenten period and 
from now until April 7 which is F as­ 
ter Sunday, fasting will be common 
especially among members 
ai 
the 
Catholic and Hpiscopal churches. 
Special services will be held daily 
in the Catholic church and Episcopal 
churches at Hie 
hours 
announced. 
Oil Wednesday several special masses 
were said at the Catholic church in 
honor of the beginning of Lent and 
to impress upon the minds of tile peo­ 
ple the meaning of the 40 days of 
fasting. 
Lenten regulations as set fort Ii for 
the Catholics of the Duluth diocese 
by Rt. Rev. Bishop James McGolrick 
are as follows: 
“ In this year of grace, 1912, the 
twenty-first day of February will be 
Ash Wednesday, the first day of Lent. 
‘All faithful, unless legitimately 
excused or dispensed, are bound in 
conscience, under the penalty of griev­ 
ous sin, to observe the Lenten regu­ 
lations. 
“ All the days of Lent, the Sundays 
excepted, are days of fast. 
“ The precept of fast restricts the 
use of food to one meal toward the 
middle of the day, and a collation in 
the evening not exceeding the fourth 
part of a full meal—-custom, however, 
authorizing the taking in the morn­ 
ing of a cui> of coffee, tea of chocol­ 
ate, with a small piece of bread. 
“ For the collation theologians al-1 
low solid food to the amount of eight 
ounces. 
The solid food taken in the 
morning 
should 
not 
exceed 
two 
ounces. 
“ When Ute full meal or principal 
repast cannot be taken without seri­ 
ous inconvenience towards the middle 
of tile day, the order of repasts may 
be reversed, the full meal or principal 
repast being taken iii the evening and 
the collation at an earlier hour of the 
day. 
“ The use of flesh meat is allowed at 
all meals on Sundays, and 
at 
the 
principal meal on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursday and Saturdays, except tho 
Saturday of Ember week, March 2, 
and the Saturday of holy week, April 


6 . 
The use of flesh meat, therefore, is 
forbidden at all meals on Wednes­ 
days, Fridays, the Saturday of Em­ 
ber week and the Saturday of Holy 
week; and on other days, outside of 
Sundays, It is forbidden at other re­ 
pasts, outside the full meal.

“ In virtue of the authority eon- 
ceded to bishops of the United States 
iiy a recent pontificial indult, permis­ 
sion is granted to ’w orking people’ to 
use meat on all days of Lent, with the 
exception of Friday, Ash W ednesday,> 
the Wednesday and the Saturday of 
Holy week.
